there many authors who write specially for children of 
various age groups, but out Public Libraries also cater 
for the pre-school child nowadays - an unheard of thing 


not so long ago 
has come about. 


THE interest in and preoccupation 
with the needs of the child is due 
to various causes, most important of 
which are the modern trends in psy- 
chology and education. Teachers and 
psychologists emphasise the need for 
the child to express and develop 
himself, and this concerns us as li- 
brarians vitally. Books are means 
to help the growing child in his de- 
velopment. 

When we talk of books for the 
pre-school child, the "kleuter", we 
think of picture books first, books 
with plenty of gay, colourful illus- 
trations. We even take it for 
granted that there should be a con- 
tinual stream of new, attractive 
picture books every year. Yet, as 
we will see later, no such books 
existed until the end of the 19th 
These books are very im- 
and 


century. 
portant for the young child 
they may unconsciously have a far- 
reaching effect on him. Even if he 
forgets the story and remembers the 
picture vaguely, at the time they 
stirred his imagination greatly. He 
may become a real book-lover if he 
likes his first picture books. He

Let us consider for a moment how 


this 


is not only forming his taste, but 
also his attitude towards books. 
Don’t let us run away with the 
idea that the pictures appeal to 
the child in the same way as they do 
to the adult. We take an aesthetic 
pleasure in the colour, composition, 
originality, etc. of a good picture 
book. In short, a well-illustrated 
picture book is as much a form of 
art as a good design, or a film or 
a poster. If the artist’s imagina- 
tion is creative, the story in the 
book is the more vivid than it would 
have been without it. When a child 
is fascinated by a good picture he 
has unconsciously absorbed an aes- 
thetic experience which will in 
fluence the formation of taste 
and protect him from the mediocre 
and the inferior. In a highly com- 
mercialised world such as ours we 
are exposed to much that is ugly and 
vulgar, such as "comics", advertise- 
ments in the papers and 
posters, etc. But we have a right 
to expect better taste in our pic- 
ture books than in the products of 
so-called "commercial" art. Fortun- 
ately there are some important pub- 


periodicals,

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lishers today who realise that they 
have a cultural as well as a commer- 
cial function. 

In this respect South Africa is 
still far behind countries with a 
high standard of book production, 
such as England and America. Many 
illustrations in our Afrikaans 
children’s books are so bad that the 
book would have been better without 
them. 

What we need here is an annual 
award, something on the lines of the 
famous Caldecott medal in America, 
or the Kate Greenaway award in Eng- 
land, given by the Library Associa- 
tions of these countries. Since 
1938 the Caldecott medal is given 
each year for the most distinguished 
picture book of the year. As a 
result of this encouragement from a 
professional side, the quality of 
book production and illustrations 
has indeed improved. All this is 
done in the interests of children. 
Librarians are idealists and are 
convinced that only the best is good 
enough for the youngsters! 


TEXT AND ILLUSTRATION 


In a good picture book text and 
illustration are of equal importance 
- the one is complementary to the 
other. For instance, in the Babar 
story, the pictures actually repeat 
the events related in the text. In 
a really outstanding book, the 
author, artist, designer and printer 
cooperate to produce an artistically 
satisfying book. Needless to say, 
such ideal picture books are not 
produced every day. 

The close connection between text 
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and pictures is of course best 
achieved when the author is also the 
Then the book is the pro- 
It is not 
accedental that Beatrix Potter’s 
little books are still popular after 
more than 50 years - she was a gift- 
ed artist who illustrated her own 
work. This is also the case with 
the modern French writer de Brun- 
hoff, an architect, who wrote the 
Babar stories for the amusement of 
his own children, and illustrated 
them equally successfully. Edward 
Ardizzone, the delightful illustra- 
tor of the "Tim" books, wrote these 
stories at the request of his two 
children, who wanted stories "that 
have danger in them". Ardizzone won 
the Kate Greenaway medal in 1956 for 
"Tim all alone", one of his best 
picture books in which the excellent 
prose is complemented by the fine 
drawings. 

It is too much to expect, however, 
that every writer should be a gift- 
ed illustrator too. A happy combin- 
ation of author and illustrator is 
sometimes found in married couples, 
such as Maud and Miska Petersham, 
or Ingri and Edgar L’Aulaires from 
America. (Both couples are of Euro- 
pean origin). In Belgium the two 
Boland sisters have produced delight- 
ful picture books, the one sister 
illustrating the text written by the 
other. (e.g. "Kaptein Pat").

WHAT CHILDREN LIKE 


How do we know what children like? 
What do they expect in a picture 
book? First of all, the pictures 


should not merely be illustrations - 
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A 


they must also tell a story. A 
young child may prefer a book with 
clear, bright colours, but the black 
and white drawings of Marie Ets ("Jn 
the forest") and Wanda Gag ("Snippy 
and Snappy") or the delicate water 
colours of the Potter books have 
proved equally attractive. A short, 
and simply story with a well con- 
structed plot will hold the young 
child’s attention. It may be a 
realistic tale about everyday things 
people, toys, animals, or pure fan- 
tasy - but whatever the subject, it 
should be within the range of his 
understanding and imagination. 
Children vary in their need for 
fact or fantasy. In general, the 
very young prefer their stories 
firmly based on everyday life, but 
when they are a little older, they 
will eagerly explore the world of

too. Simplicity of language must 
not be confused with banality - a 


common occurence in many of the 
cheap picture books of today. (e.g. 
the "Noddy" books) Walter de la Mare 
gave very sound advice to budding 
authors: "When writing for under- 
sevens, be master of as many good 

exact sweet-sounding words as you 
can". 

It is difficult to imagine that 
children in bygone centuries grew up 
without the attractive 
ed picture books such as are on dis- 


gayly colour- 
play now. Such children’s books as 
existed were illustrated with crude 
woodcuts about the size of a postage 
stamp. They were mostly used to 
illustrate such exciting topics as

CONTEMPORARY GRAPHIC ART IN SOUTH AFRICA 


A small exhibition of woodcuts, lithographs, etchings , 
and linocuts by contemporary South African artists,wi icl 
was first shown on the occasion of the opening of the new 
Fish Hoek Library, will soon be on viewn iuany other 


libraries 


There are two reasons for the 
acquisition of this collection of 
Original work by contemporary 
artists:- the one is the great 
demand for South African art, 
the other the lack of good reproduc- 


and 


artists. 
Therefore we had to add original 


tions of work of local 


graphic work to a collection which 
consists of reproduction of the 
great masterpieces of Western art. 

The exhibition which was compiled 
by Dr. J.W. von Moltke, Assistant 
Director of the S.A. National Gal- 
lery, who also wrote the catalogue, 
aroused considerable interest in the 
local press. Under the heading of 
"South African Art on View at Fish 
Hoek", Matthys Bokhorst wrote in the 
"Cape Times"; - 

"A small exhibition of woodcuts, 
lithographs, etchings and linocuts, 
produced mostly in colour by eight 
South African artists, is on view in 
the recently-opened Fish Hoek Public 
Library, a charming and functionally 
sound building, which is alone well 
worth a visit. 

The graphic art was made available 
by the Cape Provincial Library Ser- 
vice, which has already rendered 
great service to art education 
through its films and reproductions 
of the great masters from oversea. 


The present show, however, is a 
new departure, as for the first time 
original works of art were acquired, 
in a laudable attempt to promote 
understanding and love of graphic 
art - so often treated in a step- 
motherly fashion - and at the same 
time support the endeavour of con- 
temporary South African artists. 
The same purpose is served by a neat 
catalogue, produced and introduced 


by Dr. J.W. von Moltke. 
SEVERAL TRENDS 


Several trends in contemporary art 
are represented in this first col- 
lection, from the quiet beauty of 
Molly d’Arcy Thompson’s realistic 
"Nursing Mothers" to the abstracted 
patterns of Walter Battisss coloured 
woodcuts inspired by primitive rock- 
paintings, but quite original in 
their subtle colouring, of which 
this artist holds the secret -"Tie 
Stream" and "Mothers and Children 
Near a Waterfall". 

In between stand the stylizing ap- 
proach of Rupert Shephard in his de- 
"Basket 
Sellers" and "The Flowering Hedge", 
and the rhythmic play of lines in 
young Heinz Pulon’s "Leopard", a 
coloured etching.

The first point to remember is 
that these 10 prints (unlike the 
coloured reproductions already in 
the Library Loan Service) are ori- 
ginal works of art. 

All but one of the first batch are 
in colour, and the techniques in- 
clude woodcuts, lithographs and 
linocuts by eight well-known South 
African artists whose styles range 
from Walter Battiss’s formalized 
variations on African themes to the 
sensitive realism of Edward Wolfe’s 
mountain landscape - a range, in 
short, which should appeal to all 
tastes. 

Each print, it must be remembere:, 
has been made personally by the 
artist. Photographic processes are 
not involved here; and only a limi- 
ted number of prints can be made 
from each block (or series of 
blocks) as indicated by the serial 
number - e.g., 2/10, meaning second 
print in a total of 10 - which the 
artist generally endorses in pencil 
beside his signature.

There is Tobias Amrainer, his wife 
and five children who live in a log 
house protected against wild nature 
by boulders, and here, high up in 
the Austrian Alps the family live a 
simple but happy life. Every 
Christmas they go down to the near- 
est village down through deep snow, 
for many hours, and they reach the 
house of their relatives just in 
time for the big Christmas feast. 
This year, a government official 
walks in just as the family are 
sitting down, and his presence put a 
damper on everyone. [He is overbear- 
ing in his behaviour and he cannot 
understand the simpleness of these 
people who live so close to nature. 
He suspects Tobias of poaching, he 
acts according to the letter of the 
law, until one day a near disaster 
shakes him greatly. 
coming down, threatening to kill the 
unsuspecting children, and it is 
through his quick action that all 
goes well. 

The story ends happily, with the 
case against Tobias dismissed and 
the official finding joy in helping 
others. 

The book has many merits. The 
language is simple and convincing; I 
only regret that the American spel- 
ling has not been altered. The al- 
pine world of the Tyrol is wonder- 
fully portrayed in winter, which 
lasts so long, and in the short but 
glorious summer.

VON HAGEN, Victor W. Quetzal Quest. 

The author was the first man to 
succeed in keeping the beautiful 
Quetzal Bird in captivity. All pre- 
vious attempts had failed. Even the 
great /ztec chief, Moctezuma, who 
could command an Indian to die and 
he would kill himself, could not 
command the Quetzal Bird to remain 
alive when captured. 

In this book we read exactly how 
the author set about catching them 
and transporting them to Furope. He 
went to Honduras, Central America, 
where this almost mythical bird was 
to be found. There he enlisted the 
assistance of 12-year old Fidelio 
and the rest of his superstitious 
village in the search for Cuetzal 
nests. From specially erected plat- 
forms these nests were scrutinised 
to see what sort of food the parent 
birds brought the Quetzalitos and at 
what intervals. Then the raid was 
made and the baby birds removed from 
their nests. The author made his- 
tory by being able to keep these 
Quetzalitos alive in the face of

THEPE has been mach "Talking of 


Films" at the Fish Hoek Vacation 

School - talk amongst people who 

have already had considerable ex- 

perience in the use of films in 

their libraries, who have had an op- 
portunity of watching audience re- 

actions and of summing up such 

response in report forms. 

No longer is there any need to de- 
fend the use of films in the library: 
It has proved its value as a libra- 
ry tool, as a means of reaching 
people who, until now, have not 
used the library at all and of 
creating new reading interests in 
others who have never grown beyond 
the light fiction stage. 

Films lead to books. It should 
hardly be necessary to repeat the 
fundamental and never-changing rule 
for selecting library films but then 
it cannot be stated too often: - 

FILM DOES NOT TAKE THE PLACE OF 
THE BOOK - it opens the gate, shows 
the way to reading, and its ultimate 
aim is the creation of a reading 
interest. 


FILMS of course, possess one 
single feature which goes beyond the 
book: whether black-and-white or in 
colour, whether sound-film or si- 
lent - film is movement. A Regional 
Librarian at Fish Hoek spoke of the 
wild excitement of children in far- 
away communities when the film shows
